Andover taxpayers heard some 
good news this morning, when the 
hoard of selectmen, acting in their 
capacity as town assessors, an- 
nounced the 1943 tax rate as $28 
per thousand, a full dollar under 
last year’s rate, 

The figure has already been ap- 
proved by Henry F. Long, com- 
missioner of taxation, and the sub- 
stantial decrease, according to 
the selectmen’s statement, “was 
made possible by decreased ap- 
propriations at the annual town 
meeting.” 

The tax rate has stood at $29 
since 1941, and it was $30 for the 
two years previous. Not since 
1937, when the rate was $26.80, 
has it been as low as the figure 
announced today. 

According to Chairman Roy E. 
Hardy, the town’s present valu- 
ation amounts to something more 
than 16 million dollars. Of this 
sum, $14,300,000 is in real, $2,- 
000,000 in personal property. 
About $7400 is expected this year 
from poll taxes.

to increasing volume and responsi- 
bility, the board of directors was 
increased from six to eight mem- 
bers.

Civilian Defense 
Program Praised 


The local committee on public 
safety made public this week two 
letters speaking highly of the 
value of civilian defense measures 
in the present war. 

The first was written by Major 
Gen. Sherman Miles, commanding 
the First Service Command, to J. 
Wells Farley, executive director of 
the state committee on _ public 
safety. The letter states that “I 
am much impressed by the co-op- 
eration and unselfish effort given 
by you and all the members of 
your organization. . .. in connec- 
tion with the ABC Plan field 
maneuvers held on May 16 and 
May 23.” (May 23 in Andover). 


There is no question but that 
their services have proved of value 
in practice maneuvers, and they 
should prove of inestimable value 
during an actual hostile attack, 
My cordial thanks are due to you 
and all. who have helped to 
bring more realism and more ef- 
fective inteligence reports into the 
maneuver situation.” 


The other letter was written by 
President Roosevelt to James M. 
Landis, national director of OCD. 
The letter stated that “I cannot 
allow the second anniversary of 
the creation of the Office of Civil- 


ian Defense to pass without ex- 
pressing my appreciation of the 
good work accomplished. ... I 


know that millions ... have volun- 
teered their time, energies, serv- 
ices and even their lives in the 
performance of their duties... . 
Every man, woman and child must 
continue to realize that this is an 
individual as well as a national bat- 
tle, and must continue to under- 
stand the need for accelerated ac- 
tivities in the discharge of these 
important civilian defense duties.”

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A Right and A Wrong Way 


“F. D. Due To Order Coal Strike’s End.” 


That was the heading in this morning’s Boston Globe. 
Possibly by the time The Townsman reaches its readers, he 
will have issued that order. But—shouldn’t that headline 
have read: “F. D. Overdue In Ordering Coal Strike’s End.” 


The very courteous way in which the government has 
handled John L. Lewis has been one of the most amazing dis- 
plays of lack of courage and of subordination of the public in- 
terest that has been seen in public administration for some 
time. No one would think much of a general who allowed an 
officer to hold up an offensive for a couple of days; no one of 
us could condone the actions of anyone who told his men to 
lay down their arms for a few days. But that has happened 
here. Coal mining is an importarit part of our offensive. Coal 
helped produce the power that made the tanks, the planes, the 
artillery, the ships that helped take North Africa. We’re going 
to need more coal for the invasion of Europe and it just has to 
keep coming every hour of the day. 

John L. Lewis, in acting this way for the past several 
months, has done more to hurt the cause of unions than any 
man has ever done. This month’s Reader’s Digest contains an 
article which Mr. Lewis should read, and heed. It’s about the 
International Typographical Union, which the: article says 
should be a model for all unions. The chief point of praise 
rests mainly on the democracy with which the organization 
is run, with members having to approve increases in dues, a 
sizeable majority to register their approval before going out 
on strike, etc. There are no dictators. Remember earlier this 
year when there were several coal strikes, and remember what 
the reason was? They went out in protest over an increase in 
their dues, handed down from above. The Typographical 
Union once received notice of an assessment from the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and that was the first they had heard 
of it. Things weren’t done that way in their outfit, and so 
they told the A. F. of L. as much, and then became independent. 

Unions are pretty generally accepted now as being bene- 
ficial, when they’re run right. It depends a great deal on the 
men who are chosen to run them. That is why John L. Lewis 
has become the biggest handicap that unionism has had. 
Unions need public support, but the public will not support a 
man who in the midst of the most serious crisis our Nation has 
ever faced pulls out of the production line thousands of men 
whose services we need. 


Wanted: Wings For Victory 


With the full support and cooperation of the Army and 
Navy aviation procurement officials, an all-out campaign for 
the enlistment of every eligible young man between the ages 
of 17 through 26 to begin flying training, has been announced 
by the New England Aviation Cadet committee, 30 Kilby 
street, Boston. The office there is open from 8:30 to 5:30 
daily, and trained personnel will be on hand at all times to in- 
terview applicants for Army, Navy or Marine flying. 

All three forces have become considerably more lenient 
in their requirements, and practically any qualified men may 
now volunteer to enlist in the Army Air Corps, for instance, 
provided they are sworn in before they reach their 27th birth- 
day. 

THE ARMY PROGRAM 


Army training lasts about 15 months, with two months of 
basic training at a pre-flight school (like Maxwell or Keesler 
Fields), five months at an army college (where the cadet 
learns English, History, Geography and Maps, Math and Phy- 
sics, besides having 10 hours flying) ; and eight months at an 
aviation cadet training school. On graduation, the cadets are 
commissioned lieutenants or flight officers. 

Seventeen-year-olds are eligible; they will not be called 
for active duty, of course, until they are 18. Men who have
